Now, however, he is 
assured that ha has something more 
Shan a claim to the title, and that, 
asorecrer, it la not entirely empty. 
Strangely enough, too, his clasms are 
to be pitted against those of another 
minister of *b*» earae name and same de- 
nomination—tie Kev John Sinclair of 
Bannock, Perthshire, Scotland — who 
hasnrecently filed his iJainm 


The American mrfsister "wonld not 


posh the matter if it were only for the 
title—for he is thoroughly republican 
and cares nothing for it—bnt now the 
lawyers cmse forward with the asser 
tion that the thirteenth earl violated 
the law when be disentailed the estates. 
It was thought, that be was within bis 
right* at the tune, bnt it now appears 
that snob, was not the case. If this dis- 
covery of the lawyers is upheld by the 
cooitB, Heatbcote-Siackur of Barogile 
casttewilj lot» his estates with their 
$80,000 a year, and tney will go to the 
man who succeeds IB getting the title 


Genealogical expert* Hay, however, 


that there is no questioning that the 
Bedweod Falls minister is the lucky 
pveaon who will get both the estate and 
th* title. They estimate the value of the 
three contending claims thus John Sin- 
clair, the American minister, is the 
great-great-grandchild of the ninth earl 
of Caithness and is, therefore, only four 
remove* from direct conoan'yuimty, the 
Korth Dakota ram-hman and present 
bolder of the title la at least 13 removes 
from any former earl, and the Scottish 
minister is 15 or 16 removes from tha 
titular blood —Chicago Record

LONG SEARCH FOR OIL. 


A Farmer Hu Been Drilling » Well For 


Sixteen \e*r*. 


At Tomes, a few miles below Brad 


ford. Pa . is a well that has been drill 
ing for nearly 15 years. It is owned by 
an eccentric individual by the name of 
Mike Miller and has already cost a small 
fortune. Miller is in reality a farmer, 
bnt a .targe part of his time is occupied 
in scraping together a few more dollars 
to punch bis "oil well" deeper in the 
bowels of the earth. During these many 
years he bag spent all bis earnings in 
drilling this deep well, with the idea 
of somewhere in the bidden depths dis- 
covering a lake of the oleaginous fluid 
which will make him suddenly and in- 
dependently wealthy. 


The fanner's well is now down about 


8,400 feet, and drilling is still going 
on Most of the work has been done by 
Miller himself, assisted by a hired man 
Recently be disposed of a part of hia 
farm for oil purposes, and the money 
thus acquired explains the resumption 
of operations.

It is understood that Mr 
Miller has decided to drill a little far- 
ther and after shooting the well put it 
to pumping If it proves a paying pro- 
ducer, it has been suggested that tha 
peculiar formation be called the Miller 
sand. Not far from the Miller well Dr 
E. A. Van Scoy has recently completed 
a well that started off at the rate of 25 
barrete a day — 3t Lotus Republic.

At tho gale of the Ashbnnibam libra- 


ry ill London recently a copy of the 
Mazarin Bible brought the sum of $20,- 
000. The Mazarin Bible is BO called be- 
cause a copy of it was first discovered 
bv Do Bare in tbe library of Cardinal 
Mazarin in Paris about 17CO. Its value 
for book collectors lies in the fact that 
it is the first book of any magnitude 
printed from movable types. It was is- 
roed by Gutenberg at Mainz in 1450-5, 
and for that reason Henry Stevens calls 
it the Gutenberg Bible. 
It is divided 


into two volumes, the first containing 
824-and the second 317 pages, each pugw 
consisting of two columns. The charac- 
ters, which are Gothic, are large arid 
handsome and vt-ryrnuch resemble man- 
uscript. Before the discovery of tiii.t 
Bible tho so called BamberR Bible, or 
PSstcr, was generally regarded as the 
first printed book, but that honor is 
now universally accorded to the former 
work. 


According to Dr. Austin Alliboiir, 


there are nix kcowii copies of the Mrtz- 
ariu Bible on vellum, one of which i* 
the volunie.found iu tbe Mazariu libra- 
ry. The copies on vellum, however, are 
lawr than the copies en paper. 31 of 
which are known to be iu existence. 
There is a vellum copy of the Bible in 
the British museum, and a paper copy 
in the Lenox library of iNew York city. 
The present value of a perfect copy of 
the Mazariu Bible on paper is about 
|] .",0<;u, aud those on vellum arc valued 
at a'lout §20,000.
